This book seems to justify its claim of citing all the reported 
cases since motor vehicles began to use the public thoroughfares. 
The number of cases has greatly increased since the publication of 
the first edition. Many of the topics have received enlarged treat- 
ment, such as "Pedestrians," "Law of the Road," and "Street 
Railways," and new topics have been added. 

The book constitutes a comprehensive and convenient manual. 
The completeness of its treatment, the arrangement of its topics 
and the exhaustiveness of its citations, insure its frequent and 
constant use.
